Dear Mr. Greenewald: 

This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of December 16, 2015, to 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), for all FBI files pertaining to FBI #80-HQ-612. On 
October 19, 2016, the FBI forwarded your request along with FBI records containing Army- 
originated information, retrieved from their files, to the Department of the Army, Freedom of 
Information and Privacy Act Division, (DA, FOIA/PA DIV) for a releasability determination. On 
October 24, 2016, the DA, FOIA/PA DIV forwarded your request and the records to this office. 
This correspondence was received in this office on November 7, 2016. 

We have completed a mandatory declassification review in accordance with Executive Order 
(EO) 13526. As a result of our review information has been withheld as it is currently and 
properly classified CONFIDENTIAL according to Sections 1.2(a)(3) and 1.4(c) of EO 13526. 
This information is exempt from the public disclosure provisions of the FOIA pursuant to Title 5 
U.S. Code 552 (b)(1). A brief explanation of the applicable follows: 

Section 1 .2(a)(3) of EO 13526, provides that information shall be classified 
CONFIDENTIAL if its unauthorized disclosure reasonably could be expected to cause 
damage to the national security. 

Section 1.4(c) of EO 13526 provides that information pertaining to intelligence 
activities, intelligence sources or methods, and cryptologic information shall be 
considered for classification protection. 

Information has been sanitized according to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(3) the statute invoked 
is 50 U.S.C. § 3024(i), which allows for the protection of intelligence sources and methods. 

Information has been sanitized that would result in an unwarranted invasion of the privacy 
rights of the individuals concerned. This information is exempt from public disclosure provisions 
of the FOIA pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(6). 
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The withholding of the information described above is a partial denial of your request. This 
denial is made on behalf of Major General Christopher S. Ballard, Commanding, U.S. Army 
Intelligence and Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army intelligence 
investigative and security records under the Freedom of Information Act and may be appealed 
to the Secretary of the Army. If you decide to appeal at this time, your appeal must be post 
marked no later than 90 calendar days from the date of our letter. After the 90-day period, the 
case may be considered closed; however, such closure does not preclude you from filing 
litigation in the courts. You should state the basis for your disagreement with the response and 
you should provide justification for reconsideration of the denial. An appeal may not serve as a 
request for additional or new information. An appeal may only address information denied in 
this response. Your appeal is to be made to this office to the listed address for forwarding, as 
appropriate, to the Secretary of the Army, Office of the General Counsel. 

We have been informed by the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) that their information is 
exempt from public disclosure pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(3) and (b)(7)(E) of the 
FOIA. 

The withholding of the information by the FBI constitutes a partial denial of your request and 
you have the right to appeal this decision. If you decide to file an appeal, it should be forwarded 
to the following: Co-Director, Office of Information and Privacy, U.S. Department of Justice, 
1425 New York Ave., NW, Suite 11050, Washington, DC 20530-0001 within 60 days from the 
date of this letter. The envelope and the letter should be clearly marked: “Freedom of 
Information Appeal” or “Information Appeal.” Please cite FBI FOI/PA #1 144388-001 assigned to 
your request so that it may be easily identified.

The comments on your solution should 
show whether your solution is sound and wherein you have followed 
or departed from sound tactical principles, teachings, and practice*. 

c. The value which you derive from any lesson will depend to a considerable 
degree upon, the attention paid to the comments of the instructor upon your 
solution. Under certain conditions, such as poor quality of work, the Instructor 
may require that the same exercise or a similar one be done over and sent in for 
further comment.

Ihe cryptographic devices mentioned ebovo, while desij'ned for use 
primarily in low echelons, cun bo utilized in such a nr>nner as to make 
oryptrnalytic solution of the resulting cryptograms exceedingly difficult, 
if not impossible. Ihis io truo particularly in the case of the Con- 
verter 11-209, 

In view of the above and mindful of the difficulties encountered 
by Government law enforcement ayoncies, prior to the vmr, arising from 
the use by orininal elements of nodicore to feirly pood codes end ciphers, 
the conraonts of the Federal Bureau of Investigation are solicited in 
respect to the advisability of the Uar Department's disposing of the 
abovs mentioned cipher devices in surplus property channels.
